BY RUiANIA 


Rumania declared war on Austria-

Only three members of the Ruman­ 
ian crown councitl voted anrainst war.

Rumania Is the fourteenth nation to 
enter the war, there heins: ten on tho 
side of the entente and four on the 
side of the central powers. 
It is estimated that Rumania will 
he al)le to nut 700,000 men in tho fields 
but In addition to this reinforcemont 
of troops, this country’s entrance into 
the war opens the way for tbe Rus­ 
sians to strike at the AustroGerman 
and Bulîrarian troops In the Balkans.

tho other side until a gretit mountain 
range was formed where once lay a 
plain. Ihning the hMig period of siow» 
earth movement which made these 
mountains, flat^lying parallel beds of 
rock were locally turned on edge, 
crumpled up and folded in a wonder­ 
fully intricate manner. 
These up­ 
turned junl crumpled rocks are well ex­ 
posed in ('igden canyon, Tho w'est face 
of the W^isatch range is believed to 
mjirk the plane of a normal fault at a 
nearly vertical crack iu the earth's 
crust, the rocks on the east side of 
wiilch went down. 
The forces which 
have raised these mountains are still 
active, for movement along tins fault 
has disturbed the surface recently.—

Remedies for ‘'Chiggers.'' 
If a bath in hot water, or in water 
containing salt or strong soap, 
is 
tiiken within a> few hours after ex­ 
posure in shrubbery aiul weeds infest­ 
ed with “chiggers,” or “red bugs,” no 
ill effects will be experienced. 
After 
a long exposure, however, a bath has 
practically no effect, and direct reme­ 
dies are necessary. 
After irritation has set in, and small 
red spots appear, the application of a 
moderately strong solution of ammo­ 
nia to the affected |iarts is recommend­ 
ed by the department of agriculture’s 
entomologi.sis. 
A superstiturated so­ 
lution of bicarbonate of soda, or com­ 
mon cooking soda or saleratus, will af­ 
ford relief. Liberal applications .should 
be made until the irritation subsides. 
If the suffeiing is severe a dilute tinc­ 
ture of iodine or collcKlion sh(mld be 
lightly applied.

Slavery was gradually abolished 
in the northern state.s, but in 1820 
there were still 07 slaves in (\»nnec- 
ticut, 7,557 in New’ .Tersey, 10,OSS in 
New York, 211 in Pennsylvanlii, and 
-IvS in Uhode Island. 
The census of 
ISTiO showed the disappearance of sla­ 
very in all the northern states except 
New^ Jersey, which still had a surviv­ 
ing remnant of 2oG.
